WASHINGTON, — Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger is believed 
to have warned the Arabs that he 
will suspend his personal efforts to .

According to official sources, this 
is what Kissinger told the Foreign 
Ministers of Egypt and Saudi Ara- 
bia, who came to Washington with 
the threat that the embargo would

This Kissinger counter-offensive 
has taken the Arabs by surprise, 
according to these sources, The re- 
sult is that, after two days of talks, 
the situation remains deadlocked. 

However, Foreign Minister is- 
mail Fahmy of Egypt told repor- 
ters after meeting Kissinger 
“Everything is moving in the right 
direction." He and Saudi Foreign 
Minister Omar Sakkaf are to meet 
President Nixon this morning. 

Fahmy said they had a message 
from the leaders of Egypt Syria, 
Saudi Arabia and Algeria, who 
met last week in Algiers, which 
contained word of “a very positive 
decision” which he gaid he believed 
would be “good news to the Presi- 
dent.”

Panov now fears deportation 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Soviet of- 


immediately without his wife, a 
weeping Mrs. Galina Panov said 
last night. 

In 2 telephone call from Le- 
ningrad to Western newsmen, a 
clearly distraught Mrs. Panov 
said visa office chiefs had refu- 
sed to allow her to attend their 
interview with her husband.

Only on Sunday the 33-year- 
old Panov, former star of Lenin- 
grad's Kirov Ballet, said in a 
statement that he feared the 
authorities were trying to force 
him to leave without his wife so 
that they could then blacken him 
for allegedly deserting her. 

Yesterday's move as reported 
by Mrs. Panov was seen in Mos- 
cow as a possible prelude to an 
enforced deportation of the dan- 
cer in an action similar to that 
taken by the Kremlin last week 
against Nobel prize-winning 
author Alexander Solzhenitsyn.

When Panov was first threat- 
ened with “administrative mea- 
sures” unless he left — at an- 
other meeting with emigration of- 
ficials earlier this month — i 
was generally assumed this im- 
plied he might be arrested for 
failure to work or be forced into 
a labouring job. But following the 
Solzhenitsyn expulsion, which was 
accompanied by a decree strip- 
ping the writer of his Soviet 
citizenship, observers here said the

BEIT DAGON. — Increased veter- 
inary supervision prevented ‘the 
spread of cattle diseases to Israel 
from the territories oceupied in the 
October war, according to Dr. Yitz- 
hak Dafni, head of Veterinary Ser- 
vices in the Ministry of Agriculture. 

In bis annual report, he said, 
large herds of cattle were rounded 
up and sisughtered in occupied 
Syria after they were found to be

Malik arrived yesterday carrying 
what may be 8 solution to the 
problems which keep Pakistan from 
recognizing Bangladesh.

48 persons were crushed to death

At the same time, the govern- 
ment announced a study would be 
made of conditions at all sports 
fields so that steps could be taken 
to avoid a recurrence of the di- 
saster. 

More than 80,000 spectators had 
crammed into the stadium — 
built to hold 45,000 — to watch 
a match between the local team 
end a visiting Czechoslovakia 
team. A wire fence separating the 
field from the spectators broke 
under the pressure of the crowd 
and sent hundreds of fans spilling 
onto the pitch. 

Police said 48 persons were 
trampled underfoot or suffocated 
and another 47 injured in the in- 
cident. 

Abmed Gamal Abu al-Mazd, 
minister of state for youth, said 
after an emergency meeting yes- 
terday steps were being taken 
to avoid repetition of such a di- 
saster.

visit Israel during the tour which 
will take him to Egypt and Lebanon 
next month, 

No confirmation or further de- 
tails have been given since then. 

At the time, Jobert said 
questions of etiquette remained to be 
solved ‘before be could undertake 
the visit. 

Informed sources here said the 
etiquette issue might simply be a 
question of whether Jobert should 
visit Israel before or after a visit 
by Albba Ean to Paris. 


Two executed for 
bid to kill Shah 


TEHERAN (AP). — Two self- 
described Marxists who had con- 
fessed to a plot to kidnap and kill 
the Shah of Iran, Empress Farah 
and Crown Prince Reza, were exe- 
cuted by firing squad yesterday. An 
army communique said they were 
shot at dawn. 

The two, Iraj Golsorkhi and Ka- 
ramat Dareshian, refused to request 
Royal clemency and confessed to 
the ‘charges, ‘declaring themselves 
Marxists. Under Irenian law, at- 
tempts on the lives of royalty bring 
execution after military trial. 

Three other plotters who also 
were sentenced to death received 
royal pardon and their sentences 
were commuted by the Shah to life 
imprisonment. Seven other members 
of the same group received prison 
terms ranging from two to five 
years. 


UK miners 
appeal to 
Pay Board 


LONDON (AP}. — Representatives 
of Britain's 270,000 striking coal 
miners took pay demands to the 
government-appointed Pay Board 
yesterday. 

‘The Board's chairman, Sir Frank 
Figgures, said the miners’ request 
for pay increases far above the 
Government’s anti-inflation guide- 
lines was a “unique” situation. 

The union representatives said the 
miners have a “special case,” be- 
cause of the danger involved in their 
work. Eighty miners were killed 
last year. 

There was no indication what 
new figure, if any, the Pay Board 
would settle on. The Government, 
which bas demanded that pay raises 
be held to 7 per cent, says it will 
approve whatever the Board rufes. 

The Pay Board hearing is ex- 
pected to last until the end of this 
week. 

The miners are seeking raises 
of $28.60 a week, a 35 per cent 
increase that would bring top sa- 
lJaries to about $110 a week. The 
Miners’ Union says a Pay Board 
recommendation of an $11.77-a-week 
raise would be the basis for re- 
opening talks with the Coal Board. 

Industria! sources say there is 
little chance of the strike ending 
until the Coal Board’s talks with 
the union resume. 

The miners began striking on 
February 3. Prime Minister Edward 
Heath called for February 28 elec- 
tions that amount to a showdown 
between his Conservative Govern- 
ment and the miners. 

Coal stocks are expected to di- 
minish to the crisis level of seven 
million tons by March 15 if the 
strike continues, raising the pos- 
Gibility of additional cutbacks in 
employment. 

Britain, which produces 70 per 
eent of its electricity by burning 
2oal, already is on a three-day work 
week to conserve power.

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — The members of my con- 
eregation have urged me to express 
mm their name, and mine, the great 
sense of gratitude we feel for the 
sympathy and support of the Jew- 
ish community of Jerusalem and 
the Israel Government on the oc- 
casion of this latest, very serious 
and very misguided attack on the 
building we use for services and 
information. 

I am glad to report that, by 8.30 
of the same morning, Mr. Teddy 
Kollek had called saying that he 
would send workers of the Muni- 
cipality to assess the damage and 
help im the repair, and early the 
same morning Dr. Paul Colbi of the 
Ministry of Religious Affairs visit- 
ed our premises personally and ex- 
pressed his consternation and anger 
at what had been done. Both the 
Municipality and the Ministry of 
Religions are carrying out or sup- 
porting financially the restoration 
of our premises as of this writing, 
and Dr. Zerah Warhaftig and 
other Government officlais have 
strongly condemned the present at- 
tack and others which were 
carrled out against Christian insti- 
tutions on the same morning. 

As members of the congregation 
and their friends worked through- 
out the past week attempting to 
save what was savable, our Jewish 
neighbours dropped by in an al- 
most continuous line to express 
their shock and sympathy. 

One shocked neighbour handed 
me 8. check to help cover the cost 
of repalr and another suggested 
that we put up a box for contri- 
butions which she and others would 
use to help us.
